The future interchange 
will be built probably some- 
time after the $100 million 
Hoffman Freeway project 
is completed, being located 
at its southern end. How- 
ever, the interchange pro- 

ect is separate from the 

offman project and is part 
of a future $170 million In- 
terstate 80 project. 

The height of the prop- 
osed interchange is neces- 
sary to eliminate the pre- 
sent north-bound left-hand 
lane from I-80 to Highway 
17 into Richmond, said the 
engineers. Instead a right- 
hand off-ramp will follow a 
viaduct connecting to 
Hoffman. 

The new interchange will 
also simplify the spiderweb 
of intersecting lanes at the 
base, Gee said. 

City Administrator Wil- 
liam Haden urged the state 
to move the interchange 
north. Project manager 
Richard Pence noted that 
planning already includes 
possibilities of relocation at 
Central Avenue in El Cer- 
rito and Carlson Boulevard 
in Richmond, since en- 
vironmental agencies re- 
quire that all possibilities 
be explored. 

Mayor Lewis Howell later 
said, ‘‘That height would 
make a mess of things in 
Albany.”

If the big interchange is 
built at the Buchanan Street 
location, it will be closer to 
Golden Gate Fields than the 

resent interchange, com- 

ing within 10 feet, Pence 
said. In addition, prelimi- 
nary plans would call for 
state acquisition of some of 
the race track barn area to 
the south. 

Cliff Goodrich, Golden 
Gate Fields general man- 
ager, expressed concern 
about the possible impact 
upon the track and was not 
reassured by plans for a-12 
or 14-foot wall or ‘‘noise 
barrier.” 

If the interchange is 
moved further north, the 
disruption would be grea- 
ter, Pence said. For exam- 

le, location at Carlson 

oulevard in Richmond, 
would require the acquisi- 
tion and removal of more 
than 100 homes, he said. 

Pence said there is no 
cost breakdown for the in- 
terchange yet.

standards for breakwaters 
are very expensive to meet. 
To conform to these regula- 
tions (in order to obtain 
federal aid) may cost us 
more than it would to con- 
struct the breakwater ac- 
cording to our own specifi- 
cations and without federal 
subsidy. We hope to reach a 
compromise on this matter. 

“An application is bein 
prepared, too, for land ani 
water conservation funds 
totaling $108,000 that would 
enable us to acquire the 
Santa Fe tidelands west of 
the freeway,”’ he added. 


_ The Jarvis-Gann tax in- 
itiative (Proposition 13), 
may present additional fi- 
nancial problems for the 
project, according to 
Waterfront Committee 
Chairman Howard 
McNenny, who reviewed 
the projected impact of the 
action in a report addressed 
to the Albany City Council. 


“We have a projected 
cost of approximately $7 
million for the waterfront 
development,’’ McNenny 
said yesterday, and estl- 
mated revenues total some 
six to six-and-a-half million 
dollars — assuming, of 
course, that the city would 
be able to use tax- 
increment financing. 


“However, if Proposition 
13 is approved by the vot- 
ers, there would be some 
doubt about the amount of 
financing that would be av- 
ailable from this source. It 
would be very difficult,”’ he 
concluded, “and perhaps 
ee to proceed as we 
had intended, originally.”
